Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative, Ms. E. Hoffman has requested a 
telephone interview with the Examiner in order to clarify whether the reference to Nishina teaches a baking step 
wherein a silicon substrate is baked under a pressure of 760 Torr. Ms, Hoffman argued that Nishina does not teach a 
baking step as claimed and to the contrary Nishina teaches an ashing step, which is performed under 2-5 Torr 
pressure. In order to clarify the issue, Ms. Hoffman's attention was drawn to the disclosure of Nishina, col.3, lines 41- 
60; col.6, lines 15-23, wherein a wafer baking process under ambient conditions is discussed. Ms. Hoffman's attention 
was also drawn to a vacuumizing step of the instant claim 1 , which corresponds to the ashing process of Nishina..
